Claim 10-60 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species & invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 2/6/08

NAKAMARU et al US005256377A with evidence of SUet al '82 

Packaging material is claimed, in a broad sense. The honeycomb paper of 

NAKAMARU can be seen as packaging- it envelops and so contains (Figure 4). 

The instant compounds -turmerone & alcohols, farnesol & nerolidol are clearly used on 
the paper @ the instant levels & thus as effective as the instant claims. 

Claims 1-9 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Whalon et al US005843215A in view of ANTONY et al 2001 & Su '82.. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over NAVARRO et al WO 00/00022 

Turmeric extracts, thus inclusive of all the instantly claimed components, also obtained 
from turmeric extracts applied to packaging material at up to 40% (page 8, top) is 
repellent to insects (page 12, Table I).

Applicant's arguments filed 10/31/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Arguments that the claimed compounds are not in the prior art of record are 
not correct; they are, on substances useable as packaging material.
